The  second  Anniversary  of  the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  was  held 
at  the  Musical  Fund  Hall,  on  Tuesday  evening Alay  8,  1855,  at  8 o’clock. 

Judge  Kelley  in  the  Chair. 

The  exercises  were  opened  with  prayer,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Brown. 

The  Report  of  the  Managers  was  read  by  Rev.  George  Duffield,  Jr. 

Judge  Kelly  then  presented  the  claims  of  this  Society  to  public  favor. 

Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter  gave  an  interresting  sketch  of  its  origin  and  progress. 

They  were  followed  by  Rev.  Dr.  Stork,  Rev.  Dr.  Goddard  and  Right  Rev.  Bishop 
Potter  in  eloquent  addresses.  After  which  a number  of  the  children  who  were 
present  sang  some  of  the  Hymns  which  they  had  learned  at  the  Home,  and  the 
meeting  was  dismissed  with  the  Benediction  by  Rev.  Dr.  Suddards.

As  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees ; as  the  TREASURER 
of  the  Northern  Home  : as  a member  of  the  Building  Committee,  of  va- 
rious committees  of  arrangement,  and  of  almost  every  other  committee 
requiring  the  exercise  of  good  taste,  untiring  energy,  and  sound  discre- 
tion and  intelligence,  Mr.  Mitchell  was  never  weary,  never  wanting. 
Identified  with  the  Home  from  its  first  organization,  the  loss  of  his  in- 
valuable services  is  a matter  to  us  of  the  most  deep  and  profound  regret. 

Fair  rose  his  sun  of  Life  ! Few  such 
Indeed — to  set  at  noon  ! 

His  Master  must  have  loved  him  much, 

To  call  him  home  so  soon ! 


REPORT, 


( Prepared  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary , Mrs.  George  Dujjield,  Jr.) 


As  one  of  the  Managers  of  the  Home  was  passing  along  the  street  a 
few  days  since,  she  noticed  some  distance  before  her  on  the  opposite  side, 
a beautiful  little  child  in  a very  singular  predicament.  Availing  himself 
of  a chance  moment  to  enlarge  the  area  of  his  freedom,  the  little  truant 
had  slipped  out  of  the  open  door,  and  found  himself  to  his  great  delight 
in  the  very  midst  of  the  street.  But  danger  soon  approaching  in  the 
shape  of  a horse  and  cart,  with  the  true  instinct  of  self  preservation,  he 
made  olf  as  fast  as  his  little  legs  could  carry  him,  for  the  protection  of 
the  pavement.  This  however  was  not  so  easily  reached.  The  curbstone 
at  that  particular  point  was  more  than  usually  elevated.  A torrent  of  filth 
was  pouring  down  the  gutter,  as  the  result  of  a recent  shower;  to  wait 
until  it  had  passed  by  was  out  of  the  question  ; only  one  thing  remained 
for  him  in  the  exigency,  and  this  he  did  without  a moment’s  hesitation. 
Planting  his  feet  firmly  on  the  margin  of  the  turbid  waters,  he  reached 
forth  his  arms  to  the  curbstone;  but  the  stride  was  to  long  for  him;  he 
could  get  no  further.  lie  had  completely  lost  his  balance,  and  a step 
either  way,  backward  or  forward  would  certainly  insure  a catastrophe. 
What  was  now  to  be  done  ? neither  father  nor  mother — sister  nor  brother 
— grandma  nor  nurse,  were  within  sight  or  call.  lie  must  fall  back  for 
help  on  the  human  family  in  general.  '‘Lift  me  up,  somebody  ! Lift  me 
up  ! help  me  over  !”  he  demanded  with  a confidence  in  the  humanity  of  the 
children  of  a larger  growth  that  was  positively  sublime.  His  first  appeal 
was  unsuccessful.  A man  of  business  passed  him  by  unheeded.  A second 
and  still  more  emphatic  appeal,  turned  his  steps  arid  brought  him  to  the 
assistance  of  the  child,  and  the  last  seen  of  the  young  adventurer,  he  was 
hastily  caught  up  by  a mother’s  arms,  and  carried  to  his  home. 

"There,”  said  the  friend  of  the  Manager,  "in  that  little  incident  you 
may  see  at  a glance,  the  entire  history,  necessity  and  philosophy  of  your 
Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children.”  We  shall  avail  ourselves  of 
the  illustration  thus  afforded,  to  plead  once  more  with  our  friends  and  pa- 
trons, the  cause  of  these  neglected  and  forsaken  ones,  in  the  confident 
expectation,  that  now  as  heretofore  we  shall  not  be  allowed  to  plead  for 
them  in  vain. 

I.  Either  through  parental  misfortune,  poverty,  neglect  or  crime, 
the  friendless  child  finds  himself  in  the  street. 
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Once  the  community  would  have  said,  ‘Let  him  stay  there  until  he  is 
run  over,  and  then  we  will  provide  a litter  and  take  him  to  the  Hospital. 
Let  him  go  on  until  he  is  mature  enough  in  age  and  crime  to  justify  the 
interposition  of  the  officers  of  justice  for  his  arrest  and  condign  punish- 
ment.’ But  they  say  so  no  more.  They  have  learned  far  better  what  is 
required  alike  by  humanity,  religion  and  a sound  political  economy. 
With  one  accord  their  cry  now  is,  11  Take  the  child  out  of  the  street  ! why 
should  his  bones  be  broken  at  all  ? Prevention  is  better  than  cure.” 

II.  This  taking  the  friendless  child  out  of  the  street  is  by  no  means 
an  easy  matter. 

He  will  not  go  merely  at  your  bidding,  for  he  is  a child.  You  can- 
not put  him  in  charge  of  his  natural  guardians,  for  he  is  a friendless  child. 
He  has  moreover  the  best  of  all  possible  reasons  for  not  complying  with 
your  request.  When  that  very  street,  dangerous  as  it  is,  dreadful  as  it  is, 
is  itself  his  home,  where  is  the  poor  child  to  go  ? This  has  been  the 
question  in  this  matter,  from  the  days  of  Robert  Raikes  until  the  very 
last  phase  of  the  more  recent  movement  on  the  subject  of  Juvenile  De. 
linquency.  Be  ye  warmed,  and  clothed,  and  fed,  and  virtuous,  no  matter 
how  tenderly  and  sincerely  the  sentiment  may  be  expressed  in  words  or 
conveyed  in  gesture,  will  never  make  children  so.  The  kindness  required 
is  something  more  substantial ; for 

III.  The  Curbstone  is  high. 

This  is  well  enough  indeed  for  those  who  are  already  out  of  the  street, 
or  who  have  never  yet  fallen  into  it.  The  level  on  -which  the  honest, 
the  industrious,  the  chaste,  the  temperate  now  stand,  we  would  not  have 
a single  inch  lower  than  it  is,  so  far  as  they  themselves  are  concerned. 
We  congratulate  them  most  heartily  on  the  honors  and  advantages  of 
their  superior  position,  and  would  have  them  always  to  believe  that  to  fall 
from  such  a point  is  to  be  broken  to  pieces.  We  would  not  have  the 
distance  any  less  from  the  curbstone  to  the  street , but  if  such  a thing 
were  possible,  we  could  well  wish,  as  every  truly  generous  heart  we  doubt 
not,  has  wished  a thousand  times,  that  the  distance  from  the  street  to  the 
curbstone,  could  be  diminished.  “Brethren,”  says  the  faithful  and  true 
record,  “if  a man  be  overtaken  in  a fault,  ye  which  are  spiritual  restore 
such  an  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness,  considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also 
be  tempted.”  How  much  more  so  then  ought  such  a spirit  to  be  mani- 
fested toward  a child ? Let  us  remember 

IY.  The  tide  of  temptation  is  deep  and  strong. 

Take  even  the  most  virtuous  man  in  the  community;  let  him  go  on 
pitching  his  tent  toward  Sodom  until  he  finds  himself  in  the  midst  of  it ; 
then  and  there,  for  the  sake  of  moral  experiment,  divest  him  of  all  the 
restraining  and  counteracting  principles  and  motives  necessary  to  such  an 
exposed  position ; break  up  first  of  all  the  power  of  virtuous  habits ; 
dispossess  him  of  all  self-respect ; ridicule  him  out  of  a wholesome  regard 
for  the  opinions  of  the  wise  and  good  ; gradually  subvert  and  utterly  de- 
stroy the  delightful  restraint  of  domestic  affection ; give  him  as  his  only 
companions  those  whose  language  is  cursing,  and  whose  life  continual 
abomination  j blot  out  the  Sabbath  from  his  mind  ; bolt  and  bar  against 
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him  the  doors  of  the  Sanctuary ; eradicate  from  his  conscience  the  very 
existence  of  a God,  and  make  the  satisfying  of  his  hunger  immediately 
dependent  on  his  vice  and  crime;  and  in  such  a man,  so  debased,  so  degra- 
ded, so  all  powerful  for  evil,  so  powerless  for  good,  you  have  a pupil 
just  qualified  to  graduate  for  the  penitentiary  after  a thorough  course 
of  instruction  at  the  street  school.  The  half  cannot  he  told  for  shame’s 
sake  of  those  who  have  never  fallen  from  virtue,  for  they  never  knew 
what  virtue  was  1* 

V.  The  street  child  has  lost  his  moral  balance. 

How  can  it  he  otherwise  ? With  no  mother  to  instil  into  his  youth- 
ful mind,  those  principles  which  alone  can  keep  him  upright,  with  no 
father  to  curb  or  control  his  wayward  temper  and  disposition,  with 
no  teacher  to  discipline  his  mere  animal  instincts  and  passions,  and  bring 
them  under  the  dominion  of  reason  and  intelligence,  with  no  older  broth- 
er or  sister  to  allure  by  precept  or  example,  “to  brighter  worlds  and  lead 
the  way ;”  possibly  without  even  a solitary  Lamplighter  to  say,  “All  alone 
in  this  big  world,  and  so  am  I.  Please  God  we’ll  bide  together” — what 
else  can  we  expect  than  that  a child  thus  left  to  itself,  will  bring  itself  and 
the  community  alike  to  shame  ? 

“To  have  no  home,  but  only  some  lodging-house  cellar,  or  a corner 
of  a garret  in  which  to  lie ; to  be  cold  and  drenched  and  hungry  all  day, 
pushed  and  kicked  and  beaten  ; to  have  the  child’s  eager  want  for  affection 
and  love  and  to  receive  only  abuse  or  neglect,  to  hunger  in  vain  for 
knowledge  ; to  know  religion  and  churches  as  things  only  for  the  upper 
classes,  and  to  creep  back  each  night  to  the  filthy  lair,  only  to  expect  on 
the  next  day  the  same  cheerless  round ; if  a girl,  to  crush  and  smother 
all  girlish  instincts,  to  mingle  among  bad  men  and  in  bold  scenes,  to 
pick  over  the  dirty  streets,  or  saddest  of  all,  to  eke  out  a narrow  living  by 
a child’s  debasement,  this  it  is,” — says  a recent  and  accurate  observer, 
“to  be  the  children  of  the  street  in  a populous  city.  No  human  power  can 
save  one  of  these  children,  if  it  is  left  in  its  own  circumstances”  ! — 
Therefore, 

VI.  Somebody  must  meet  the  friendless  child  at  this  point.  They 
must  pause  long  enough  in  the  whirl  of  business  cr  pleasure  to  consider 
his  case.  The  instinctive  cry  of  the  child  for  protection  must  be  recognized 
as  the  voice  of  God  himself,  who  has  made  the  debt  of  love,  we  owe  to 
him,  payable  to  our  fellow  men.  We  must  “lift  up”  the  friendless  child 
from  the  pestilential  atmosphere  with  which  he  is  surrounded.  We 
must  “help  him  over”  the  torrent  of  temptation,  or  otherwise  he  will  be 
hurried  off  as  so  much  worthless  offal  to  the  sewer.  “Take  heed  and 
despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones,”  is  the  warning  of  Him,  who  recog- 
nizes it  as  one  of  the  great  and  leading  features  of  his  holy  religion,  “to 
turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children  and  of  the  children  to  the 
fathers,  lest  He  come  and  smite  the  earth  with  a curse.”  That  religion 
will  never  have  its  legitimate  developement  until  full  and  complete  provi- 
sion is  made  for  the  wants  of  the  young. 

VII.  Society  must  provide  for  the  friendless  child  a Home. 

“No  relief,”  says  the  writer  before  alluded  to,  “can  be  of  permanent 
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value  to  society,  or  to  the  poor  themselves,  without  influence  in  some  form 
on  character  ; either  partial,  through  industrial  and  moral  agencies,  or 
thorough  and  lasting  through  religious  motives.”  “The  great  and  especial 
work  of  those  who  would  labor  for  the  good  of  such  children  is  to  change 
their  circumstances  by  sending  them  to  new  homes  in  the  country.  It  is 
a simple  plan,  but  it  is  capable  of  forming  almost  another  world  for  the 
boy  or  girl  whom  sad  fortune  brings  to  birth  amid  the  miasmata  of  vice 
and  filth  which  a city  engenders.  It  gives  him  pure  country  air  instead 
of  the  gases  of  sewers,  and  the  exhalation  of  filthy  lodging  houses  : trees 
and  fields  and  forests,  in  place  of  the  narrow  alleys,  the  drink  cellars,  and 
and  the  thieve  haunts  of  a poor  quarter.  It  starts  him  in  life,  where  those 
around  help  him  to  virtue  and  industry  instead  of  dragging  him  down.  It 
gives  him  a fair  chance  in  the  hard  struggle  of  the  world.  This  first  cir- 
cumstance will  favor  his  being  an  honest  man.  It  helps  to  solve  in  the  on- 
ly feasible  mode  the  great  economic  problem  of  poverty  in  our  cities,  for  it 
sends  future  laborers,  where  they  are  in  demand,  and  relieves  the  over 
crowded  market  of  the  cities.” 

Such  then  are  the  leading  features  and  principles  of  the  “Northern 
Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  whose  second  Annual  Report,  the  Board 
of  Managers  have  now  the  pleasure  of  laying  before  their  patrons  and 
the  community  generally. 

THE  CHILDREN  COMMITTED  TO  THE  MANAGERS. 

According  to  the  Charter  granted  them  by  the  Legislature  of  Penn- 
sylvania, January,  26th,  1854,  they  are  allowed  to  take  under  their 
guardianship, 

First,  “White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  he  vol- 
untarily surrendered  by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence, 
by  their  mother,  or  by  their  guardian,  to  the  care  of  the  said  Managers 
or  Trustees.” 

Second,  “White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may  he  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  the  said  Managers  and  Trustees  by  any  Judge  of  the 
supreme  court  of  Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  District  court  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  on 
account  of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  neglect  or  abandonment  of  said 
children  by  their  parent  or  parents,  guardians  or  other  persons  having 
custody  of  said  children.” 

RELATION  OP  THE  HOME  TO  THE  CHILDREN. 

This  Institution  is  not  to  be  considered  as  an  Intelligence  Office,  merely 
to  provide  servants  and  apprentices.  It  is  nothing  whatever  like  the  one 
hundred  and  fifty  hospitals  of  France,  where  the  government  so  fatally 
undermines  the  parental  sentiment,  and  makes  itself  a nursing  mother  to 
libertinism.  It  is  not  a House  of  Refuge  ; their  endeavor  is  to  reform  Ju- 
venile Delinquency;  ours  is  to  anticipate  and  prevent  it.  It  is  not  even 
like  the  Orphan  Asylum  or  the  Girard  College  for  orphans,  designed  to  he 
itself  a permanent  home.  Its  object  is  first  of  all  to  see  that  a child 
really  is  friendless  in  the  true  sense  of  that  word,  and  then  place  him 
among  those  interested  in  his  future  welfare,  where  he  will  have  some 
opportunities  for  school,  be  trained  to  industrial  habits,  and  above  all 
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where  he  will  feel  the  best  of  religious  influences.  Like  the  receiving 
ship  at  a naval  station,  if  we  may  be  allowed  the  comparison,  it  is  a tem~ 
porary  home  in  order  to  secure  a permanent  one.  It  is  a place  where  friend- 
less children  may  be  collected,  and  from  which  they  may  be  distributed; 
ONE  GENERAL  HOME,  RAMIFYING  AND  CONNECTING  ITSELF  WITH  A THOUS- 
AND PARTICULAR  ONES.  The  earnest  wish  of  the  managers  is- “to  make 
every  kind  or  religious  family  who  desire  the  responsibility,  an  Asylum  or 
Reformatory  Institute  for  the  friendless  child;  and  in  the  most  effectual 
way,  by  individual  influence,  by  throwing  about  the  wild  neglected  out- 
cast of  the  streets,  the  love  and  gentleness  of  home  to  bring  him  up  to 
honest  healthy  labor.” 

NATURE  OP  APPLICATIONS. 

N 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  different  applications  that  have  been 
made  to  us  during  the  last  year,  we  find  that  they  can  all,  or  nearly  all  be 
reduced  to  the  following  classes  : 

1.  Those  children  who  are  strictly  friendless,  who  are  to  be  sought  out 
by  ourselves  and  others,  and  to  whom  in  all  cases  it  is  our  design  to  give 
the  preference. 

2.  Those  children,  one  or  both  of  whose  parents  are  too  poor  to  sup- 
port them. 

If  there  are  any  who  consider  such  cases  purely  imaginary,  we  have  only 
to  say  they  little  know  what  sickness  is,  when  combined  with  poverty,  or 
what  has  been  the  nature  of  the  facts  developed  by  the  history  of  the 
last  Winter. 

3.  Those  whose  parents  are  “drunkards,”  or  otherwise  vicious  and  so 
unwilling  or  unfit  to  take  charge  of  them. 

Such  cases,  of  course,  in  some  instances  require  a very  nice  and  par- 
ticular discrimination  to  adjust  their  relative  bearings,  upon  the  parents, 
the  children,  and  the  whole  community  at  large  ; but  the  really  doubtful 
ones  are  by  no  means  so  numerous  as  might  at  first  be  supposed. 

4.  Those  whose  parents  or  relatives  are  so  unnatural  as  to  wish  to 
abandon  them  and  to  cast  them  on  the  protection  of  the  “Home,”  with- 
out any  good  or  sufficient  reason.  Such  cases,  wre  wish  it  to  be  distinctly 
understood,  are  only  met  with  indignant  expostulation  and  rebuke,  which 
in  some  instances  at  least,  we  hope  has  not  been  altogether  in  vain. 

The  whole  number  of  children  received  from  May  1st,  1854,

INSTRUCTION  OF  THE  CHILDREN. 


The  prosperous  condition  of  our  “ School  ” is  a matter  of  much  en- 
couragement. The  children  are  generally  small  and  know  little  or  nothing 
when  first  placed  under  our  care.  As  they  advance  in  their  studies  they 
are  soon  removed  to  other  “ Homes,”  so  that  the  same  process  with  those 
who  succeed  them  has  to  be  followed  again  and  again.  Much  advance- 
ment therefore  cannot  be  expected;  still,  the  first  rudiments  of  an  edu- 
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cation  are  all  important,  and  we  trust  the  instruction  of  those  who  have 
gone  from  us,  will  be  faithfully  continued  until  they  are  properly  fitted 
for  their  respective  spheres  in  life. 

The  “Morning  Sabbath  School,”  taught  by  Miss  Ellen  Riehle,  and 
the  “Afternoon  Mission  School,”  by  members  of  Rev.  Mr.  Wadsworth’s 
Church,  we  trust  are  exerting  a most  happy  influence  on  our  children. 
They  are  deeply  interested  in  the  exercises  of  both,  and  we  doubt  not  the 
beneficial  results  will  be  felt  by  them  in  after  years. 

The  convenient  School-rooms  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  occupy 
have  added  greatly  both  to  the  comfort  of  teachers  and  scholars. 

One  of  the  brightest  little  boys  we  now  have,  was,  eight  months  ago, 
brought  from  the  Almshouse : his  mother  died  there , his  father  is  still 
there  : but  O ! how  great  the  difference  to  that  child  between  the  Alms- 
house, and  the  “ Home  1” 

THE  HOME  COMPLETED. 

The  edifice,  the  commencement  of  which  we  announced  a year  ago, 
on  a lot  at  the  corner  of  Brown  and  Twenty-Third  Streets,  we  have 
now  the  still  greater  pleasure  of  saying,  is  finished. 

The  design  and  specifications  were  furnished  by  Messrs.  Sloan  aud 
Stewart,  Architects,  and  the  contract  given  to  Messrs.  Brown  and  Embly, 
Builders. 

On  the  17th  of  June,  1854,  the  Corner-Stone  was  laid  with  appropriate 
religious  ceremonies,  and  from  that  period  the  work  has  been  carried 
forward,  greatly  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  building  committee,  and  without 
any  accident  to  life  or  limb.  By  the  last  week  of  April  the  house  was  so 
far  completed  that  the  Managers  commenced  the  very  pleasant  work  of  fur- 
nishing it.  Willingly  as  our  friends  and  patrons  had  contributed  in  the 
purchase  of  our  flowers,  generously  as  they  had  responded  to  our  applica- 
tion for  the  building  fund,  their  generosity  was,  if  possible,  still  more 
ready  and  cheerful,  to  store  the  house  with  every  thing  that  would  make 
it  what  a “Home  for  Friendless  Children”  ought  to  be.  “ The  donations 
of  household  goods,  etc.,”  for  the  present  year,  we  apprehend  will  be 
somewhat  of  a curiosity  to  those  who  have  only  a partial  acquaintance 
with  the  science  of  domestic  economy. 

COST. 

The  whole  cost  of  the  Building,  without  the  Furniture,  is  about  §21,500 

(In  addition  to  the  Legacies,  the  Managers  would  also  deem  worthy  of 
special  acknowledgement,  the  very  liberal  donation  of  $500  from 
Mr.  Joseph  Harrison,  toward  the  building,  and  $525  from  Messrs. 
H.  & A.  Cope,  to  furnish  three  Heaters  for  the  building.) 

OPENING  OP  THE  HOME. 

By  the  terms  of  the  original  contract,  the  house  was  to  be  finished  on 
the  1st  of  May,  1855,  and  punctual  to  the  day  the  Managers  took  posses- 
sion of  the  premises.  The  occasion  was  a very  joyful  one  indeed,  and 
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will  1)3  long  remembered  by  all  who  had  the  pleasure  of  participating  in  it. 

During  the  morning  of  the  day  it  had  been  quite  cloudy,  and  the 
showers  had  been  falling  frequent  and  heavy,  but  just  at  the  moment  that 
the  sixty  friendless  children  ascended  the  steps,  the  Shining  Giver  of  the 
day  shone  out  in  all  his  glory,  as  if  it  were  the  radiant  smile  of  God  him- 
self. And  a warmer  welcome  than  those  children  then  received  within, 
has  seldom  been  witnessed  even  between  children  and  their  own  parents. 
Tears  of  joy  and  tears  of  gratitude  fell  thick  and  fast,  that  our  Heavenly 
Father  had  ever  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  some  to  begin,  and  of  others  to 
enable  them  to  complete  such  a pure  and  real  charity  as  the  ‘‘Northern 
Home  for  Friendless  Children.”  Thus  is  one  more  jewel  added  to  the 
already  brilliant  crown  that  encircles  the  brow  of  our  beloved  and  beauti- 
ful Philadelphia,  and  thus  will  the  1st  of  May,  1855,  associate  itself  with 
children  and  flowers  in  a manner  more  substantial  than  any  1st  of  May 
that  has  preceded  it. 

CO -OPERATION. 

In  conclusion,  while  the  Board  of  Managers  return  their  most  heart- 
felt thanks  to  the  numerous  friends  and  patrons  of  this  enterprize  for  their 
intelligent  and  munificent  liberality,  thus  far,  they  would  earnestly  en- 
treat still  further  that  in  their  kindness  they  would  grant  them  these  three 
things  in  order  to  make  this  Institution  that  which  they  desire  it  to  be. 

1.  The  entire  removal  of  the  little  debt  that  still  remains  upon  the 
building.  After  all  that  is  past  they  are  not  willing  to  think  for  a mo- 
ment that  it  will  ever  be  haunted  by  a mortgage. 

2.  The  organization  of  Industrial  school  associations  by  individuals 
or  churches  as  auxiliaries  to  the  Home  in  carrying  out  the  great  object 
for  which  it  is  designed.  The  reservoir  must  have  its  force  pumps  to  keep 
it  full. 

3.  The  hearty  co-operation  of  friends  in  the  country.  Let  them 
provide  homes,  and  we  will  provide  children,  so  shall  it  be  better  for  the 
city,  better  for  the  country,  and  a thousand  fold  better  for  the  children 
themselves. 


The  Managers  desire  to  lay  before  their  patrons  and  the  public,  as 
illustrations  of  the  operations  of  the  Home , — one  or  two,  from  the  many 
interesting  cases  which  have  occurred  since  publishing  their  last  Report. 

The  case  of  VIRGINIA  ROBINSON,  three  years  of  age,  is  thus 
reported  by  one  of  the  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred.. — 

An  application  was  made  for  her  admission  to  the  Home,  at  one 
of  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Committee,  in  the  early  summer  of  last 
year,  by  some  Ladies  who  had  accidentally  heard  of  the  distress  of  both 
the  child  and  mother. — On  the  next  morning,  and  it  was  one  of  the  hot- 
est  and  most  sultry  days  of  June,  I pursued  my  way  to  Marriott’s  Lane, 
a small  20  feet  street,  far  down  in  the  old  District  of  Southwark,  and 
made  enquiry  for  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Robinson ; any  number  of  little 
courts  lead  out  from  either  side  of  this  nauseous,  filthy  lane,  inhabited, 
as  one  would  judge,  by  the  most  degraded  beings  in  the  city.  Sitting  at 
the  door  of  one  of  the  houses  in  a court  up  which  I was  directed,  was 
a very  pretty  and  tidy  young  mulatto  woman,  rocking  an  infant  in  her 
arms,  and  looking  the  very  picture  of  distress. — I asked  for  Mrs.  Robin- 
son. Touched  with  a feeling  of  sympathetic  interest — in  the  midst  of 
her  grief, — she  enquired  if  I meant  the  “poor  sick  white  icoman  ?”  She 
then  directed  me  how  to  reach  the  house : and  after  going  on  a little  fur- 
ther ; and  up  another  alley  to  a court,  I found  the  object  of  my  search  in 
the  second  story  of  a contracted,  three-roomed  house,  opposite  to  a frame 
shanty  at  a distance  of  about  six  feet  across  the  alley  of  this  court.  She 
was  the  tenant  of  a single  room,  and  all  of  her  scanty  furniture  and 
goods,  this  small  apartment  held. 

Mrs.  R.  was  lying  on  a bed  drawn  closely  up  to  the  window — to  en- 
able her  to  catch  a little  of  the  purest  air  which  such  localities  afford. — 
She  was  very  sick,  emaciated  and  feeble.  When  I made  known  to  her 
the  object  of  my  visit,  and  assured  her  that  our  Managers  would  take  the 
child  Virginia,  and  bring  it  up  for  her;  she  raised  her  attenuated  form, 
with  a spasmodic  effort,  in  the  bed;  blessed  Tied  in  a short  but  very  fer- 
vant  prayer  of  thanksgiving  for  answering  her  prayers  and  sending  some 
one  to  protect  and  save  her  darling  little  infant ; — and  fell  back  upon  her 
couch,  exhausted.  I made  the  interview  as  brief  as  practicable,  not 
wishing  to  excite  unduly  her  already  shattered  nervous  system.  I did 
not  leave  however  without  discovering  that  she  was  indeed  a Chris- 
tian, and  having  addressed  to  her  a few  words  of  comfort  and  consolation, 
I left  for  her  a little  money  to  send  the  occupant  of  the  upper  room  for  a 
few  necessaries,  and  bade  her  a God’s  blessing.  The  child  was  thus  re- 
leased to  our  Institution. 

On  the  next  day  a Scotch  gentleman  from  a Western  State  arrived 
in  this  city,  with  his  wife.  They  were  comparatively  strangers,  but  were 
introduced  to  one  of  our  Trustees  by  a mercantile  friend ; and  in  the 
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course  of  conversation  casually  mentioned  tliat  they  were  without  chil- 
dren and  willing  to  adopt  one  sf  a suitable  child  could  be  procured.  He 
was  taken  to  the  Home,  and  a very  striking  case  of  ‘love  at  first  sight’ 
occurred. — This  child  particularly  attracted  his  attention,  and  she,  re- 
markably diffident  and  timid  as  to  others — with  tokens  of  endearment  of 
the  most  touching  character,  indicated  a very  marked  attraction  towards 
him.  Having  a decided  interest  in  the  child,  shared  by  his  wife,  and  re- 
ciprocated by  herself,  Mr.  T.  offered  to  adopt  her.  The  facts  of  the  case 
were  made  known  to  him,  and  on  the  next  day  he  went  to  obtain  the 
mother’s  acquiescence, — but  he  was  just  too  late;  her  gentle  spirit  had  for 
ever  flown. — The  articles  of  agreement  were  then — with  the  unanimous 
concurrence  of  the  Managers — drawn  up  and  signed. 

Thus  within  one  week  from  tin  time  this  case  was  first  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Committee,  the  child  Virginia  was  admitted  and  released 
to  the  Institution: — her  mother  exchanged  the  trials  of  time  for  the  bliss 
of  Eternity  : — and  this  Christian  man  of  wealth  adopted — as  his  own 
child  and  the  future  heiress  of  his  Estate — this  friendless  little  infant, 
and  started  with  her  to  his  western  home. 

The  mother  had  been  of  a family  of  some  wealth  and  holding  a 
reputable  position  in  Society,  but  married  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of 
her  parents  and  friends;  was  discarded  and  lost  sight  of  by  them; — sub- 
sequently deserted  by  her  cruel  husband  when  she  was  taken  sick,  and 
finally  wasted  away  by  the  gnawings  of  consumption. 

We  have  been  advised  of  the  safe  arrival  of  Virginia — that  ‘‘she 
continues  well  and  happy  and  is  as  great  a favorite  as  ever.” 



MARY  JANE  WATTSON. 

[Supposed  to  have  been  stolen  from  her  parents .) 

This  bright  eyed  little  English  girl,  three  and  a half  years  'old, 
who  was  so  mysteriously  left  alone  in  the  cars  from  Pittsburg,  some 
months  since,  on  the  arrival  of  the  train  in  this  city  at  4 o’clock  in  the 
morning,  by  her  pretended  aunt  who  sailed  immediately  for  England,  has 
already  been  adopted  by  a highly  respectable  family  in  this  City.  The 
singularly  affecting  circumstances  of  this  case  were  published  at  the  time 
in  the  newspapers  of  this  City,  the  West,  and  England;  and  we  need 
not  repeat  them.  The  child  is  reconciled  to  her  new  home  and  much 
beloved.

Whereas,  a number  of  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  have  formed  an 
association  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating  and 
providing  for  friendless  and  destitute  children  : 

And  whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth  are 
willing  to  encourage  such  purposes ; Therefore, 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  Thomas  Earp,  Thomas 
S.  Mitchell,  William  R.  Stockton,  John  W.  Claghorn,  Isaac  Collins, 
John  M.  Ogden,  James  J.  Barclay,  J.  Fisher  Learning,  Thomas  Robinson, 
William  S.  Perot,  Isaac  F.  Baker,  Henry  Perkins,  Joseph  Jeanes, 
H.  W.  Salford,  A.  Y.  Murphey,  Charles  Keen,  and  their  associates,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a body  politic  in  law,  by  the 
name,  style,  and  title  of  “The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children;” 
and  by  that  name,  style,  and  title,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with 
power  to  have  a common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure;  to 
make  contracts  relative  to  the  institution ; to  sue,  and  to  be  sued ; to 
plead,  and  to  be  impleaded ; and  by  that  name,  style,  and  title  be  capable 
of  purchasing,  holding,  taking  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal, 
for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation  : Provided,  The  annual  income  of  said 
estate  shall  not  exceed  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  any 
other  purposes  than  those  for  which  this  association  is  formed ; to  fix  the 
quorum  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  requisite  to  establish  such  other  By-Laws, 
rules,  and  regulations,  as  the  said  corporation  shall  judge  necessary  or 
expedient  for  the  due  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  : 
Provided,  That  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  this  Commonwealth. 
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Sect.  2.  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Northern  ome  for  Friendless  Children,  Hon  or  before  the  first  day 
of  May,  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  or  upwards,  shall  be  a member  of  the  said 
Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children  while  such  person  so  contributes; 
and  every  person  who  shall  pay  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
member  for  life. 

Sect.  3.  The  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for 
Friendless  Children  shall  be  conducted  by  a Board  of  Managers,  consist- 
ing of  twenty-four  ladies,  and  a Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  sixteen 
gentlemen.  And  the  members  of  the  said  corporation  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  designate,  and  elect  a board  of  managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to  serve  for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for 
three  years,  and  six  to  serve  for  four  years ; and  also  a board  of  sixteen 
trustees,  four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  four  for  two 
years,  four  for  three  years,  and  four  for  four  years.  And  the  members  of 
the  said  corporation  shall  annually  thereafter,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
May,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  designate, 
elect  six  managers  and  four  trustees,  to  serve  for  four  years,  and  shall 
then  and  there  also  elect  a manager  or  managers,  trustee  or  trustees,  to 
fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  be  occasioned  by  the  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  manager  or  trustee. 
Provided,  That  the  managers  and  trustees,  chosen  in  May  last,  shall 
continue  to  act  until  others  shall  be  elected.  And  prbvided  further,  That 
in  case  an  election  shall  not  be  held  at  the  time  provided,  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten  days’  notice  that  another  election  will  be 
held,  which  said  election  shall  be  held  within  one  month  after  the  said 
second  Tuesday  in  May.  And  provided,  That  notice  of  an  election 
shall  be  given  at  least  twice  a week,  for  two  weeks,  in  two  of  the 
daily  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  prior  to  the  time  of  holding 
said  election. 

Sect.  4.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers  and 
trustees,  in  their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship  all  children 
who  may  be  placed  under  their  care  and  management,  in  either  of  the  » 
following  modes : — 

Firstly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  be  volun- 
tarily surrendered1  by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence,  by 
their  mother,  or  by  their  guardian,  to  the  care  of  the  said  managers  and 
trustees. 
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Secondly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  District  Court  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Philadelphia,  or  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City 
and  County  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
or  by  the  mayor  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  on  account  of  vagrancy,  or  the 
exposure,  neglect,  or  abandonment  of  said  children  by  their  parents  or 
parent,  guardians,  or  other  persons  having  custody  of  said  children;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  or  mayor  so  committing  any  child  to  the 
care  of  the  said  managers  or  trustees,  to  annex  to  the  commitment  an  ab- 
stract of  the  evidence  taken  by  him,  and  on  which  his  adjudication,  was 
founded,  which  said  evidence  shall  be  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and 
taken  in  the  presence  of  said  child. 


Sect.  5.  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have  the  guardian- 
ship of  the  said  children  so  placed  under  their  care  and  management 
during  their  minority ; shall  cause  them  to  be  educated  and  instructed  in 
a proper  manner,  and  may,  when,  in  their  discretion,  it  shall  appear  pro- 
per, bind  the  said  children,  with  their  consent,  as  apprentices,  during 
their  minority,  to  such  persons,  and  at  such  places,  and  to  learn  such 
trades  and  employments  as,  in  the  judgement  of  the  said  managers  and 
trustees,  will  be  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  said 
children.  Provided , the  charge  and  power  of  the  said  managers  and  trus- 
tees, over  and  upon  the  said  children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  females, 
extend  beyond  the  age  of  eighteen  years  ; or  the  said  managers  and  trustees 
may,  in  their  discretion,  return  the  said  children  to  their  parents,  or  sur- 
viving parent  or  guardians.
